The Dr. D.C. Montgomery, Jr. Collection was formed over a period of many years by one of 
Mississippi’s most distinguished physieians. Added to the Montgomery holdings are several other 
important numismatie properties, with the result that the present catalogue promises to be one of the 
most outstanding of the 1976 auction season.

Tradition has it that 
a Pine Tree shilling, if bent twice, would ward off witches 
and other evil spirits. Another legend relates that in colonial 
times a bride's dowry would sometimes be paid by giving her 
weight in Pine Tree shillings.

equal or finer one, that the compilers of the Guide Book and 
Scott references have not been able to locate a photograph of 
a finer one (despite their access to the major museum 
collections), and that if the present coin isn’t the very finest 
known (which indeed it may be!), it certainly is a close 
contender. A superb opportunity for the colonial specialist. 





1012 (1658) Cecil, the second Lord Baltimore, sixpence. Small bust on 
obverse. No period after MVLTIPLICAMINI. One of three 
silver denominations struck in England and circulated in 
Maryland by Cecil, the “Lord Proprietor of Maryland.” 

On May 1, 1661, Maryland passed legislation to establish a 
mint, and it is possible that certain Lord Baltimore 
coins may have been struck after that time in America 
(Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, 1976 edition, page 7, 
suggests this). It is known, however, that earlier, perhaps in 
anticipation of the mint establishment, that Cecil Calvert had 
specimens of the fourpence (groat), sixpence, and shilling 
struck in England. In October 1659 samples of these were 
sent to Philip Calvert, his brother who was Maryland’s 
secretary of state. It is probable that specimens first reached 
circulation in late 1659 or in 1660. 

The Guide Book of U.S. Coins (cf. 29th edition, page 17) 
notes that the pieces were struck in England in 1658. 
Although the coins themselves are undated, the 1658 date 
has long been associated with them. 

The present sixpence is in superb AU grade, is well struck 
and excellently centered, and is one of the very finest 
examples of this rarity known to exist. Unpriced in the 
standard references in such a high grade, although Scott does 
assign a valuation of $7,500 for Extremely Fine (The Guide 
Book's highest listed grade is just Very Fine at $4,000). 

Far superior to Lot 221 in our December 1975 Kensington 
Collection sale which was described in part as: “one of the 
finest pieces ever to appear on the numismatic market. It is 
superior to the Guide Book plate coin . . .” Since the 
Kensington Collection catalogue appeared, the new 1976 
Scott Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins has been issued, and we can 
now say that the present coin is superior to the Scott plate 
coin as well— both from the standpoint of centering and the 
standpoint of wear. 

While it is treading on dangerous ground to say that a coin 
is the finest known (for what man can see or know all 
things?), we can certainly say that we’ve never handled an 




Exceedingly Rare 1658 Lord Baltimore Shilling 



1013 (1658) Cecil, the second Lord Baltimore, shilling. Issued under the 
auspices of Cecil Calvert circa 1658 (see description under , 
Lot 12 for general historical information). The largest of the ' 
three silver denominations produced in or for Maryland (the , 
others being the fourpence and sixpence). 

Acquired from colonial specialist Richard Picker in the 
1960’s, this coin is a beautiful VF-EF example. A tiny 
planchet defect at 5 o’clock on the obverse does not 
significantly affect the coin’s value. 

We can trace only two other specimens of the Lord 
Baltimore shilling at auction in recent years: The Very Fine 
but plugged coin v-:hich appeared as Lot 299 in Stack’s sale of 
November 1974 and the Fine specimen which appeared as 
Lot 222 of our own Kensington Collection sale last Decem- 
ber. 

Known specimens of the Lord Baltimore shilling are 
weakly struck at the obverse center, and only on better-grade 
pieces (such as this) does the facial detail on the obverse 
portrait show up clearly. The present coin is superior to the 
Guide Book plate coin and is about par with the Scott' 
Encyclopedia illustration. 

A very important coin in very important condition. As , 
such, it is deserving of the specialist’s close attention.

1828 restrike, presumably 
from contemporary (c.l688) dies, made by Matthew Young 
and distributed by London dealer W.S. Lincobi & Son. 
Extremely Fine. An exceptional specimen of this yery rare 
issue. 



High Grade 1723 Rosa Americana Twopence 




1015 1723 Rosa Americana twopence. Period after REX. No period 
after date. Struck in bath metal, a composition of 75% 
copper, 24.7% zinc, and 0.3% silver. Uncirculated. Deep olive 
surface coloration as is characteristic of this alloy. The largest 
and most impressive of the Rosa Americana denominations. 
Only rarely does such an exceptional specimen appear on the 
market. 

Note: These pieces were struck as a private enterprise for 
profit by William Wood and were intended for circulation in 
America. Designs which were pleasing to America were 
prepared. The obverse naturally featured George I, for 
America was largely a British possession. The reverse featured 
a crowned rose with the legend ROSA AMERICANA (“The 
American rose*’) and UTILE DULCI (“The useful with the 
sweet”). 

The coins, which had a face value far in excess of their 
metallic value, were rejected by Americans and circulated 
little if at all on the western side of the Atlantic. The bulk of 
the pieces were put into circulation in the British Isles where 
they saw service in commerce together with a curious 
admixture of other low-value coins— royal halfpennies and 
farthings, Irish issues, and countless different varieties of 
privately-issued tokens. 



1016 1723 Rosa Americana twopence. Duplicate. Variety differs and is 
without period after REX. Fine to Very Fine. Minor edge 
bump on reverse. 

Rare 1776 Continental Dollar 




1017 1776 Continental dollar in pewter. Newman variety 1-C. Medium 
to late state of the dies with break over UGI of FUGIO. With 
CURRENCY misspelled as CURENCY. A beautiful Extrem- 



ely Fine coin. Surfaces range from a light silver color to a 
deep gray. Minor edge bump over E of CONTINENTAL is 
scarcely noticeable. A very desirable specimen of this classic 
issue. 

Note: Where and by whom the 1776 Continental dollars 
were struck remains a mystery, although well-known 
numismatic scholar Eric P. Newman has determined that the 
coins were copied from designs which appeared on contem- 
porary colonial currency. The Continental dollar is the only 
U.S. coin to bear the “magic” 1 776 date. 




1018 1778-9 Rhode Island ship token (or medal). Issued, possibly in 
Holland, to observe the flight of the Continental Army from 
Rhode Island in August 1778. No wreath below ship. Nice 
VF-EF. Scarce. 
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Exceptional 1783 Chalmers Shilling

1783 Chalmers shilling. Short worm variety. Issued in the year 
stated by John Chalmers, Annapolis, Maryland, silversmith 
and goldsmith whose premises were located at Fleet and 
Cornhill streets. Of the several varieties of Chalmers coinage, 
the shilling pieces are the best known. There are two 
varieties, long worm and short worm. The worm referred to is 
not the horizontal undulating being (which most probably is 
a snake anyway) above the birds but, rather, is the vertical 
worm which is between the two birds’ beaks. 
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This coin is in AU grade from the standpoint of wear. It 
has seen very little actual circulation. There is some lightness 
of strike, as made— and this is most evident in the sector in 
the arc of the 0 in ONE, the left-side fowl, and the 3 of the 
1783 date. This area of weakness is also characteristic of the 
corresponding part of the reverse and falls in an area without 
inscription (below the I in I. CHALMERS.) 

The Guide Book of United States Coins prices the 1783 
Chalmers shilling in no grades above Fine, which is consonant 
with the existing population of this denomination, for few 
better-than-Fine pieces exist. To be fair we must report that 
Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins does list the coin in 
Uncirculated grade (at $3,500). We have never owned an 
Uncirculated coin in our more than twenty years of 
professional numismatics, during which time we have handled 
more than our share of rare American colonial coins. We did 
see a coin which was billed as Uncirculated and which, 
although we might not agree with the full Uncirculated 
rating, was finer than the one we offer here. If memory 
serves, the other coin had a $12,000 price tag. In any event 
for all practical purposes the coin offered here is one of the 
finest you’ll ever have the chance to own.

1020 (1785) Bar Cent. First circulated in 1785 (the piece bears no date), 
the Bar Cent consists of a USA monogram on the obverse and 
thirteen parallel bars on the reverse; certainly one of the most 
simplistic designs in American numismatics (the award for 
the most simplistic design probably goes to a pattern silver 
three-cent piece of 1849 [Judd Nos. 113 and 114] whose 
design consists of the Arabic numeral 3 on the obverse and 
the Roman numeral 111 on the reverse— and nothing else at 
all!). The Bar Cent design is said to have been inspired by a 
Continental Army uniform button. The presently-offered 
coin is among the finer pieces to appear on the market in 
recent years and merits the AU grade. 




1021 1786 Vermont copper. Ryder 7. VERMONTENSIUM spelling on 
the obverse. Attractive motif with the early morning sun 
peeping over a forested ridge. VF-EF overall. A few trivial 
planchet marks, as usual and as struck. Some lightness of 
striking at the plough, which is also par for Ryder 7. A very 
desirable specimen of this early Vermont issue. 



1022 1786 Vermont copper. Ryder 8. VERMONTENSIUM as preceding. 

Very Fine. Some trivial planchet marks as made. A very 
attractive early Vermont copper and as such, worth a nice 
bid! 




1023 1786 Vermont Baby Head copper. Ryder 9. Obverse with childlike 
portrait and the legend AUCTORI: VERMON: (“By the 
authority of Vermont”). Reverse with seated figure holding 
branch and with the legend INDE ET: LIB: (“Independence 
and liberty”). Nice Fine or better for this variety. Weak along 
the right side border as struck, and also on the corresponding 
area of the reverse. With a few usual (for R-9) planchet 
defects. 

Note: Ryder 9 is nearly always characterized by extensive 
planchet flaws and by imperfect striking, as the Vermont 
specialist knows welL An incredible exception is the Guide 
Book and the Scott Encyclopedia plate coin ( the same coin is 
shown by both references), the finest known example of 
Ryder 9. This coin, not at all representative of the rest of the 
population of the Baby Head variety, was formerly in the 
exhibit of the Bennington Museum in Vermont. Stolen in the 
1960’s, the coin is unaccounted for at the present time. 




1024 1787 Vermont copper. The famed BRITANNIA variety. Ryder 13. 

VF-EF obverse (reverse is very weak, as always on R-13, so 
grading is by the obverse only). Small planchet irregularity at 
border near I of AUCTORI. A very exceptional specimen of 
R-13 condition-wise. 

Note: This coin was struck by mistake at Machines Mills, a 
secret mint located near Newburgh, N.Y. For information 
about R-13 and Machines Mills the reader is urged to refer to 
our comments on page 25 of our December 1975 Kensington 
Collection catalogue and also to our description of Lot 254 
in that sale. 

1025 1788 Vermont copper. Ryder 25. Fine. Weakly struck at the 

centers, as is always the case with R-25. Bust right style. 
Scarce. 



1026 1788 Vermont/GEORGIVS III REX copper. Another Machin’s 
Mills coining mistake (made by combining two dies not 
originally intended for each other), this coin features on the 
obverse the portrait of George III and the legend GEORGIVS 
III REX. The reverse, instead of having BRITANNIA (which 
would have been appropriate for a British halfpenny, a 
specialty of Machin’s Mills), has in its stead a Vermont die 
with INDE ET LIB (“Independence and liberty”). Very Fine 
obverse. Very Good reverse. However diffident the beginning 
numismatist may feel about the condition of this coin, the 
Vermont specialist will realize that this is one of the very 
finest examples of Ryder 31 to appear on the market in our 
time. A really elusive coin worth a really good bid! 



1027 1786 Connecticut. Miller 5.2-L. Rarity 6. An attractive VF-EF 
specimen of one of the rarest coins in the Cormecticut series. 



1028 1786 Connecticut. Mailed bust left. Hercules Head variety. Miller 
5.3-N. Some characteristic weakness of strike on the reverse 
due to clashed dies. Some trivial planehet striations, also as 
usual for 5.3-N. Fine. Scarce and popular type.

1029 Pair of Connecticut coppers: (1) 1787 Mailed bust left. Miller 4-L. 

The antecedent of the Horned Bust variety ; a very early state 
of the dies in which the hornlike die break is in its incipient 
stage and is but a tiny cusp in the field before the chin. 
Beautiful VF or a bit better. Tiny edge bump. A very pleasing 
coin! (2) 1788 Draped bust left. Miller 15.1-L.l. Rarity 4. 
Very Good. (Total: 2 pieces) 

1030 1787 Connecticut copper. Miller 29.1-n. Rarity 6. Draped bust left 

style. A nice F-VF specimen of this very rare variety. The 
29.1-n variety was weakly struck to begin with, so from the 
standpoint of actual wear received this coin would grade a 
great deal higher. 



1031 1787 Fugio cent. STATES UNITED variety. Beautiful brown 
Uncirculated with some vestiges of original mint red. Un- 
doubtedly from the Bank of New York hoard, but unlike 
most of its brethren, the present specimen is sharply struck 
and is on a perfect planchet. It is, to be sure, a trivial amount 
off center, but then one cannot ask for everything. All in all, 
this is one of the nicest-appearing Fugio cents to come on the 
market recently. 



1032 1789 Mott token. Thick planchet. Brown Uncirculated. Slight 
weakness, as struck, at the center. Superior to the Scott plate 
coin and, as like, with a die break at the upper left of the 
clock. Issued by William and John Mott, dealers in art goods, 
clocks, etc. at 240 Water Street in New York City. 

Note: American-made shelf clocks of the style pictured on 
this token customarily have large paper labels affixed to the 
inside back wall behind the pendulum. It would be interest- 
ing to know if any horologist has an extant specimen of a 
clock attributable to Messrs. Mott. (Collectors of related 
pieces, the tokens issued by Smith’s Clock Establishment and 
catalogued by Lyman H. Low as part of the Hard Times 
tokens series, can find without too much difficulty labelled 
clocks of Smith’s emporium, but your cataloguer, ever on the 
lookout for interesting numismatic-related ephemera, has 
never seen a Mott item.) 





1033 1796 Castorland half dollar. Ori^nal in silver. Thick planchet. 

Weight: 231 grains. Most specimens offered in the numismat- 
ic marketplace as originals are indeed restrikes. The most 
cogent explanation of the difference is that given by Scott 
(cf. page 36 of Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, 1976 
edition): 

“The original dies can be identified by the lettering, which 
is cramped 18th century style. The easiest reference points 
are the word FRUGUM, where the UG touch, the low first A 
in AMERICANA, and the 1 of the date, which is embedded 
in a denticle. In the restrikes made from these dies [restrikes 
were made from other, later dies as well], the reverse shows 
buckling at PARENS ...” 

Scott further notes that only about a dozen original 1796 
Castorland half dollars are known to exist. This piece is in 
lovely Extremely Fine grade and should attract wide bidding 
attention! 

Note I: This coin is identified with the French settlement 
in the 1790’s at Castorville and the site which now is 
Carthage, New York. It is believed that these pieces, of the 
same approximate size as a contemporary United States half 
dollar, were given out to commissioners of the Castorland 
Company, the entrepreneurs who established and managed 
the French- American settlement. They undoubtedly did serve 
as currency, for nearly all known specimens show signs of 
wear. 

Note II: This coin is the consignment of George P. 
Williams, the Pennsylvania numismatist who was my (QDB’s) 
mentor during the formative years of my rare coin business in 
the early 1950’s. This coin, not specifically acquired as an 
original by the owner, represents a great find— and it couldn’t 
happen to a nicer person!

1783 Georgius Triumpho token. Obverse with portrait of George- 
considered by some to be George III of England (cf. note on 
page 16 of Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins) and others to 
be our own George Washington (cf. note on page 51 of the 
Guide Book of U.S. Coins). The reverse bears the legend 
VOCE POPOLI (“The voice of the people”) and the date 
1783. It is probable that the coin was indeed intended to 
represent George Washington, for the 1783 date is relevant to 
American history but not to the life of George III. The 
portrait is that of George III, the king of England, and may 
have been used just because it was familiar (as was done, for 
example, by the Vermont coiners in 1787-1788) and would 
aid with the circulation or acceptability of the coins. Or, 
perhaps the maker of this piece had no portrait of George 
Washington to use as a guide and selected the George III 
portrait for convenience (the use of imaginary portraits on 
coins and medals has many precedents— the Voltaire medal in 
the Washington series being an example, and all coins and 
medals bearing the portrait of Columbus being another [for 
no original likenesses of Christopher Columbus exist] ). 



The present coin is a nice VF-EF example. It is softly 
struck, as always for this variety (cf. Scott, page 16). 




1035 1792 Washington half dollar. Small eagle reverse. Copper. Plain 
edge. Struck on an undersize planchet which resulted in 
lightness of impression of the obverse details and incomplete- 
ness of the border inscriptions. The obverse grades Good to 
Very Good (not due to wear, but due to striking). The 
reverse is Very Fine. 

The importance of the 1792 Washington half dollar goes 
beyond that of the usual token or medal honoring our first 
president. In its original form the Mint Act of April 2, 1792, 
stipulated that the portrait of the president would grace the 
obverse of the American coinage. When this legislation was 
introduced into Congress by Robert Morris the bill was 
accompanied by pattern half dollars— silver pieces for the 
senators and copper pieces for the House of Representatives 
members. Don Taxay relates (cf. Scott’s Encyclopedia of 
U.S. Coins, 1976 edition, page 197) that the copper 
impressions were struck in January 1792 in the Coach House 
on 6th Street, near Chestnut, in Philadelphia. The designs 
were engraved by 23-year-old Peter Getz of Lancaster, who 
hoped to secure the post of mint engraver. The date numerals 
and lettering were punched by Robert Birch. Congress 
objected to the monarchial nature of the Washington 
portrait, and the legislation was subsequently amended to 
provide for allegorical representations of Liberty. 

The status of the 1792 Washington half dollar should be 
amended, and in the Guide Book the listing should be shifted 
from page 55 to page 58. Certain other issues listed on page 
58 (the 1792 half disme, for example) were struck outside of 
the Philadelphia Mint premises for the Mint was not yet 
ready.

1036 (1792) WASHINGTON BORN VIRGINIA cent. Obverse with the 
portrait of George Washington and the inscription: WASH- 
INGTON BORN VIRGINIA FEB.l 1.1732. Reverse with an 
abbreviated biography of Washington in 10 lines: GENERAL 
/ OF THE / AMERICAN ARMIES / 1775 / RESIGNED / 
1783 / PRESIDENT / OF THE / UNITED STATES / 1789. 

If you’ve been a follower of Bowers and Ruddy Galleries 
auction catalogues and price lists {Rare Coin Review issues), 
you’ve seen that we have had a number of these rare pieces 
over the years, and additional ones have been offered by 
other firms. It is nearly always the case, and the Guide Book 
and Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins plates confirm this, 
that the reverse inscription is very weak or, more often, 
illegible in certain areas. The present coin is a happy 
exception. It is in Very Fine grade with some fine pin 
scratches on the obverse (these are ancient and blend well 
with the surface coloration). The reverse is fully readable and 
is about a tie in quality with the Guide Book plate coin. 
Here, then, is one of the finest WASHINGTON BORN 
VIRGINIA cents to appear on the market in our time. 



1037 (1795) Washington LIBERTY AND SECURITY penny. Edge 
lettered: AN ASYLUM FOR THE OPPRESS’D OF ALL 
NATIONS (which the USA once was). Extremely Fine with 
some claims to AU. Sharply struck. A very attractive 
specimen of this large, well-engraved, and quite impressive 
coin.

1038 (1795) Undated North Wales halfpenny. With lettered edge. The 
obverse portrays George Washington with the inscription 
GEORGIVS WASHINGTON. The reverse displays a harp and 
the inscription NORTH WALES, with one star to each side of 
the harp pedestal. On this very rare variety the edge is 
lettered: PAYABLE IN LANCASTONDON OR BRISTOL, a 
transmogrification of the correct PAYABLE IN LAN- 
CASTER LONDON OR BRISTOL, this error being made by 
an overlapping during the edge lettering process (which was 
done during the planchet preparation process prior to 
striking). Scott notes that the lettered edge variety is R-7 (7 
to 9 known). In our own experience we can trace four 
specimens plus this one, for a total of five. Two years ago we 
supplied an example to Mr. Herbert Bergen, well-known past 
president of the American Numismatic Association, who 
exhibited it at the American Numismatic Association head- 
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quarters museum in Colorado Springs. With it were examples 
of the other varieties of the North Wales halfpenny (the 
regular style and the four-stars rarity), the only such 
complete exhibit of North Wales halfpenny varieties ever 
assembled, to our knowledge. 



The present coin, one of fewer than ten known specimens 
of the lettered edge rarity, is in Very Fine grade. There are 
some minor edge bumps. The striking of the coin, charac- 
teristically weak, is far above average, particularly on the 
reverse, in this specimen. A prize coin worth the close 
attention of the specialist.

1039 Washington Success token. Small size. Reeded edge. With well- 
wishing legend: SUCCESS TO THE UNITED STATES. 
Brass, with traces of the original silvering still remaining. A 
superb EF-AU example and, as such, one of the finest known 
pieces. 

Note: The background of the SUCCESS TO THE UNITED 
STATES pieces is unknown. Scott places them as being circa 
1 793 and pertinent to Washington’s second inauguration. 

This view is shared by or perhaps originated with J. Doyle 
DeWitt, the former president of Travelers Insurance Com- 
pany who wrote the excellent A Century of Campaign 
Buttons, 1789-1889, who forthrightly stated: “After the 
second inauguration of Washington on March 4, 1 793, a 
medalet of two sizes was struck to commemorate the event. 
The legend SUCCESS TO THE UNITED STATES arose out 
of Washington’s plea that Divine Providence ^crown with 
success our mutual endeavors.’ ” 

Your cataloguer (QDB) is of the personal opinion that 
these pieces may be of a later date, say from the early 1 9th 
century, and are quite probably of European origin (they 
resemble in format the omnipresent German spielmarke 
pieces, for example). It would be interesting to know if there 
are any contemporary (c.l793) references to these pieces 
and, if not, it would be desirable to learn when these pieces 
were first mentioned in print. Here is a project for one of our 
readers!

Rare 1793 Half Cent 




1040 1793 Half cent. Cohen-3. First issue of the half cent denomination 
and the only year with Liberty cap style with head facing 
left. Generally Very Fine. Exceptionally well struck, and 
totally bereft of the weakness at HALF CENT which is oft 
seen on specimens of this date. The surfaces are a deep gray 
color and display light porosity. Some reddish oxidation is 
evident around LIBERTY on the obverse. The overall 
countenance of the piece is quite pleasing, and it should find 
a deserving spot in a high quality type set. Rare. 




1041 1794 C-7. A Rarity 6 variety. A deep, bold impression; well struck 
in all areas. Very Fine or even better. A small rift (planchet 
defect?) at the border above the L in LIBERTY on the 
obverse and a small edge bump above TED of UNITED on 
the reverse must be mentioned, as must some ancient and 
perhaps removable oxidation to the left of the date. These 
negatives notwithstanding, this is indeed an exceptional 
specimen of a 1794 half cent in general and of the 
exceedingly rare Cohen-7 variety in particular.

Like certain others 
of this year (and also of 1795), this is struck on a planchet 
made from a cut-down Talbot, Allum & Lee cent. The 
remarkable thing about this particular specimen is the 
boldness of the undertype. Generous parts of the T.A.&L. 
legends appear near the bottom border, and ORK (of NEW 
YORK) appears in place of the 17 in the 1797 date! The 
illustration, included here because of the numismatic interest 
of the piece (rather than any great value it might have), 
shows this. 

Note: In the late 1 790’s the Philadelphia Mint had a severe 
copper shortage. To alleviate this they acquired copper from 
nearly every source available. New in circulation at that time 
were the one-cent copper pieces struck in England and 
distributed in America by Talbot, Allum & Lee, New York 
shipping merchants. The Mint secured thousands of these 
fresh coppers and cut half cent planchets from the centers of 
them.

This is one of the most famous 
and at the same time one of the most rare varieties in the half 
cent series. Only 9 or 10 are known (cf. Scott). This variety 
far outstrips in rarity that famed landmark, the 1796 no-pole. 

The present coin has an obverse in nearly Fine grade and a 
reverse in Very Good condition. It far exceeds in quality the 
Cohen plate coin. The coin comes close to the Anderson- 
Dupont specimen (Stack’s 1954) which was described as 
“Fine for the coin.” 

One can spend a week looking through auction and sale 
catalogues and come up with very few offerings of the 
1802/0 half cent with 1800 reverse. In fact, this variety has 
been conspicuous by its absence from major collections! 

The aforementioned Anderson-Dupont coin, which was 
described as being an almost exact duplicate of the Hillyer C. 
Ryder coin (which was described as “finest known” by 
another cataloguer), fetched the princely sum of $400 in I 
1954, over twenty years ago. To put things in their correct 
perspective, we mention that in this long-ago auction by 
Stack’s a Proof 1864-L cent (present value: $10,000 to 
$20,000) fetched $850, an Uncirculated 1909-S V.D.B. cent 
(present value: $350) brought $20, and an Uncirculated 1796 
quarter (present value: $25,000 or so) realized $475. 

What this exceptionally Fine (considering that no other 
known pieces grade significantly better) specimen will bring 
is up to you.

The Starred Reverse displays 94 five-pointed stars around 
the periphery and interspersed among the edge denticles on 
the reverse. This feature is shown at the upper left of page 68 
of the Guide Book of U.S. Coins (photograph of a specimen 
we handled years ago; furnished by us to the Western 
Publishing Co.). 

Of this variety. Dr. William H. Sheldon notes in his 
magnum opus Penny Whimsy: “The famous reverse with the 
circle of ninety-four minute five-pointed stars seen just inside 
the border and between the points of the denticles. The stars 
are not quite equally spaced, and the denticles partially cover 
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some of them. They are put in with a light punch, and since 
they are far too light to have been intended as a border, it is 
perhaps more likely that they are the result of the whim of 
an idle hour at the Mint.” 

Don Taxay takes a slightly different view (cf. page 205 of 
Scott's Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, 1976 edition, page 205, 
listing EP40): he terms the piece a United States Mint essay 
(pattern) and notes that the dies are by Robert Scot. 

Your cataloguer has always numbered the 1794 Starred 
Reverse among the most extraordinary coins ever issued by 
the Mint. Over the years we have always considered the 
cataloguing of an S-48 to be a pleasurable and memorable 
experience in addition to an important numismatic-financial 
event.

WHEN GREAT COLLECTIONS ARE SOLD . . . 
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Goodhue, formerly a member of the Continental Congress, 
and given to his daughters. The bag was kept intact, and 
before 1863 was the property of a family named Nichols, 
from which surname the hoard derived its appellation. 
Specimens in the hoard are Sheldon numbers 119, 123, and 
135. 

Dr. Sheldon further relates that it is surmised that the 
Nichols Hoard cents represent coins from the first Boulton 
planchet shipment (April 26, 1797; 9,856 pounds, per H.M.S. 
Adriana from England), which the Director of the Mint called 
“perfect and beautifully polished.” 

Before the Boulton planchets were used a yellow fever 
epidemic swept through Philadelphia, forcing the closing of 
the Mint. In November 1797 the doors reopened. It is 
recorded that 486,000 cents were minted between November 
22 and December 18. 69,437 of these were on Boulton-made 
planchets. It is from these pieces that the Goodhue-Nichols 
cents came. (Further information can be found on pp.l89 
and 190 of the aforementioned Sheldon reference.)

of the history of this variety: 

The 1856 flying eagle cent was originally conceived as a 
pattern. In 1856 approximately 500 to 600 of these coins, 
mainly in Uncirculated (not Proof) condition, were minted in 
order to test the small diameter (in comparison to the 
standard large copper cent of the period) and the design. The 
Mint was pleased with the new format and made 500 to 600 
pieces for distribution to congressmen, newspaper editors, 
and others of influence. In addition, a few Proofs were 
minted in 1 856. 

Public and legislative reaction was very favorable, and as 
history relates, the flying eagle cent became an actuality in 
1857. During that year millions of 1857 cents were made for 
circulation. 

In the meantime the 1856 flying eagle cent had achieved a 
fame of its own. It immediately became popular with 
numismatists who recognized its scarcity, at least in com- 
parison to the plentiful 1857 and later the plentiful 1858 
cents of the same design. The original 500 to 600 pieces had 
by this time been quite well distributed. But, here was an 
interesting commodity and there was a demand for it— so 
why not strike more 1856-dated flying eagle cents? So ran 
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the logic of those in command at the Philadelphia Mint. 

Accordingly, for the next several years, perhaps until as 
late as 1863-1865, the Mint produced additional 1856 flying 
eagle cents, mostly Proofs. At the time the Mint was a 
super-active ^‘coin collector” and regularly bought, sold, and 
traded coins. To gain pieces for its own cabinet, particularly 
for the Washington Cabinet of coins and medals honoring our 
first president (this collection was dedicated in 1859), the 
Mint produced a wide variety of restrikes of earlier issues, 
including 1804 silver dollars, Gobrecht dollars, and 1856 
flying eagle cents. The value of the 1856 flying eagle cent was 
not great at the time. In 1859 one had an average market 
value of about $2. However, $2 was worth a lot more in 1859 
than it is now— and, considering inflation, it is safe to assume 
that in terms of today’s buying power each coin was sold by 
the Mint for the equivalent in today’s currency of about $30 
to $40. 

It is nowhere recorded how many 1856 flying eagle cents 
were made. However, for what one guess is worth, we could 
estimate that 1,800 to 2,000 were struck. The most famous 
holding of these pieces was the celebrated John Beck Hoard 
located in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. At one time it contained 
531 pieces in various grades! (That hoard is being sold over a 
period of years by our friends Jerry Cohen and Abner 
Kreisberg.)

Note: The story of the famous 1 955 Double Die cent is 
told on page 12 of Q. David Bowers’ Coins and Collectors 
book: 

One day in 1 955 at the Philadelphia Mint a coinage die was 
being prepared for a cent. In the course of impressing the 
working die with the hub several times, a slight misalignment 
occurred. The result was a 1955 cent die with the letters and 
numbers on the front of the coin all being doubled. Instead 
of reading IN GOD WE TRUST, the famous 1955 Double Die 
cent (as it became to be known) reads "IINN GGOODD 
WWEE TTRRUUSSTT." 

On that particular day several presses were coining cents, 
dumping the coins into a box where they were then collected 
and mixed with the cents from other coining presses. Late in 
the afternoon a mint inspector noticed the bizarre doubled 
cents and removed the offending die. By that time somewhat 
over 40,000 cents had been produced, about 24,000 of which 
had been mixed with normal cents from other presses. 

The decision was made to destroy the cents still in the box 
and to release into circulation the 24,000 or so pieces which 
were mixed with other cents. This momentous decision was 
to have an untold effect on numismatics. The coins which 
were nonchalantly released into circulation subsequently 
attained a value of several hundred dollars each! 

These 1955 Double Die cents were first noticed by 
collectors later in the same year when they began showing up 
in upstate New York and in Massachusetts, particularly in the 
Boston area. A friend who operated a coin store recalls being 
offered these freaks for a quarter apiece. Fearful of accumu- 
lating too large a quantity, he stopped buying them when he 
had a dozen or so on hand! While this may seem remarkable 
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in today’s market of high values, it is to be remembered that 
in 1 955 oddities were not widely collected and freaks were 
often sold for less than a normal coin! 

News articles in the various coin collecting publications 
began to whet collectors’ interest. The price climbed to $1 
per coin, and then to $2, and it seemed that everyone wanted 
one. In 1958 an Empire Coin Company [Q. David Bowers 
and James F. Ruddy] advertisement offering Uncirculated 
1955 Double Die cents for $7.50 each brought in dozens of 
orders ... far more than the coins we had on hand. The 
demand was on! During ensuing years the price climbed to 
$20, $40, $95, $150, and on past $200. The visitor to a 
Boston coin shop would see an enlarged photograph of a 
1 955 Double Die cent in the window with the current buying 
price posted nearby. Hundreds of people in the New 
York-Massachusetts area looked through their pocket change 
and suddenly found themselves many dollars richer. One man 
in Greene, New York, found seventeen specimens! A nun in a 
convent near Boston found one coin, sold it for $20, and 
then found another. In this way several thousand 1955 
Double Die cents have turned up over the years.

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1156 1792 Half disme. Attractive Very Fine grade. A very desirable 
specimen of this, one of the most romantic and historically 
significant coins in American numismatics. The surface is a 
smooth light gray color and is very beautiful. Worth a top 
bid. 

Notes and history: Only one pair of dies was used to strike 
the 1 792 half disme, so all specimens are of the same variety. 
Harold Newlin and D.W. Valentine both felt very strongly 
that the 1 792 half disme should be considered a regular 
(rather than a pattern) issue. Indeed, the intent of the 
government was to produce these for circulation, as evi- 
denced by no less an authority than President George 
Washington himself in his statement in 1 792: 

“There has been a small beginning in the coinage of half 
dismes, the want of small coins in CIRCULATION [emphasis 
ours] calling the first attention to them.” 

Further evidence of the 1792 half disme’s true status as a 
regular issue is provided by the fact that nearly all known 
specimens show wear, and most show a great deal of wear. 
Had the pieces been produced as patterns, most would have 
survived in Uncirculated grade or close to it. 

D.W. Valentine gives a history of the 1 792 half disme (cf. 
pp. 1 and 2 of The U.S. Half Dimes, American Numismatic 
Society, 1931): 

“[The 1 792 half disme] has a very strong claim to having 
been the first official issue of the United States Mint. The 
evidence for this comes from no less an authority than ‘the 
Father of his country. ’ In his fourth annual address, 
November 6, 1 792, President Washington stated: 

“In execution of the authority given by the legislature, 
measures have been taken for engaging some artists from 
abroad to aid in the establishment of our Mint. Others have 
been employed at home. Provisions have been made for the 
requisite buildings, and these are now putting into proper 
condition for the purposes of the establishment There has 
been a small beginning in the coinage of half dismes, the want 
of small coins in circulation calling the first attention to 
them. ” 

“There is a tradition that Washington had a further interest 
in these coins. The metal of which they were struck is said to 
have been obtained by melting some of his private plate, and 
the head on the obverse is thought by some to be the portrait 
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of Martha Washington. The design was probably made and 
cut by Joseph Wright, who died of yellow fever in 1 793. ” 

The legend of Washington melting down his own silverware 
has been discounted, but there is the possibility that the 
president supplied silver bullion or furnished a guarantee for 
it, as in 1 792 certain officials of the Mint had not yet 
complied with the very high financial security bonds required 
of them. 

Further light on the subject is shed by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd 
in his book United States Patterns (cf. page 9): 

“The story that these pieces were struck from silver 
furnished by President Washington has recently been verified 
by a document, dated April 9, 1844, acquired by Walter 
Breen. In this, J.R. McClintock, a Treasury official, stated: 

“ ‘In conversation with Mr. Adam Eckfeldt today at the 
Mint, he informed me that the half dismes . . . were struck at 
the request of Gen. Washington to the extent of one hundred 
dollars, which sum he deposited in bullion or specie for that 
purpose. The Mint at that time was not fully ready for going 
into operation— the coining machinery was in the cellar of 
Mr. Harper’s, saw-maker at the corner of Cherry and 6th 
streets, at which place these pieces were struck. ’ ” 

The preceding is significant for it gives the mintage as 
2,000 pieces (20 pieces to the dollar times 100 dollars). It 
further notes that while pieces were struck under U.S. Mint 
auspices and using U.S. Mint machinery, they were actually 
coined at another location. The recollection in 1844 of an 
event which took place 52 years earlier leaves some room for 
doubt. 

In Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins (1976 edition, page 
204) it is stated that the dies were by Robert Birch and that 
1,500 pieces were struck. 

The foregoing comments illustrate the amount of history 
and romance that can lie behind a certain coin. Also 
illustrated is the tradition of honest differences of opinion 
and different theories among numismatic scholars— specifical- 
ly with regard to the mintage of the piece (1,500 pieces or 
2,000?) and the engraver of the dies (Wright or Birch?).

Brilliant Uncirculated example. The number of mint-state 
1838-0 dimes is not known, but it probably is fewer than a 
dozen. One authority has even stated that there are just two 
or three known. From our own experience at Bowers and 
Ruddy Galleries we know that Uncirculated 1838-0 dimes 
are 50 to 100 times rarer than Uncirculated 1837 dimes of 
the same design. This difference, by the way, does not extend 
to worn pieces; the comparison is relevant to mint-state coins 
only. 

Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins infers that fewer than 
20 Uncirculated 1838-0 dimes are known: 

“First emission May 7-8, 1838, consisted of 30 pieces 
which were distributed as souvenirs, 10 going into the 
cornerstone of the New American Theatre in New Orleans. 
Extant mint state pieces are probably from the remaining 
20 .” 




It will be interesting to see what this coin sells for. Years 
ago when an Uncirculated 1837 dime was worth about $100, 
an Uncirculated 1838-0 sold for the then-incredible price of 
$500 at a New Netherlands Coin Co. auction. On a 
comparative basis with other early United States silver 
rarities, this Choice Brilliant Uncirculated 1838-0 should be 
worth well into five figures. It will probably not fetch that 
now, but we are sure it will someday.

The 10,001 pieces made for circu- 
lation were put into circulation. They did not go into the 
hands of collectors, for numismatists preferred Proofs, 
considering Proofs to be a “better” grade than Uncirculated 
(actually. Proof is a different grade, not necessarily a 
“better” grade). So, the survival of an Uncirculated 1888 
quarter is strictly a matter of chance— one being saved here 
by a bank teller, perhaps another being given as a birthday 
present, etc. It is doubtful if more than 25 to 50 Uncircu- 
lated pieces still survive. Even taking the surmise that 50 
pieces exist, this still makes Uncirculated coins 10 times rarer 
than Proofs! So it is also with many other issues of the 1 9th 
century.

Recently we received a long letter from an investor who 
wrote to ask our opinion about certain bulk silver and gold 
coins, modern issues, which were being represented as “good 
investments” by a firm which is in the banking business. In 
reply we sent a copy of the “High Profits from Rare Coin 
Investments” book, pointing out in particular an item which 
appears on page 61 of that little volume: 

“I repeat the old aphorism (old to me; I have said it many 
times): A common coin that is common today will be 
common in the foreseeable future. A common coin by every 
definition is common and is not rare! To buy common coins 
in the hope that they will magically become rare is a futile 
effort! This simple admonition is overlooked by many people 
who buy coins as an investment. This paragraph is so 
important that I suggest that you underline it in your copy of 
this book!” 

Anyway, the 1938-D Uncirculated half dollar is a good 
example of a non-common coin which indeed has been a 
superb investment over the years.

The MCMVII double eagle is considered by many numis- 
^ matists to be the most beautiful regular-issue United States 

coin. Certainly it does represent a high point in artistic merit. 

The de.sign was created in 1907 when Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, prominent American artist and sculptor, prepared 
at the personal request of President Theodore Roosevelt this 
^ design. Earlier, Roosevelt had been examining contemporary 

American coins and comparing them with ancient and 
^ classical pieces. Thereupon, he made the observation that the 

current coins were hardly artistic and that no advance in 
^ coinage art had been made in the 2,000 years since ancient 

Greek and Roman times. 

Saint-Gaudens prepared his illustrious high relief design, an 
outstanding example of which is offered for sale in the 
^ present lot. The date is in Roman numerals and the coin is 

struck in high relief with a sculptured appearance. It was 
^ soon learned that the public would find a continuing date 

sequence of Roman numerals to be confusing and that the 
^ high relief of the pieces required several blows of the coining 

^ press to bring up the proper sharpness— something that was 

^ intolerable in high-volume production runs. So, after 11,240 

^ of the MCMVII high relief pieces were minted the design was 

modified to the Arabic numerals and shallow-relief format, 
^ which was subsequently used through 1933.

Note: Transitional patterns are of exceptional interest for 
they appeal to the collector of regular issues as well as to the 
pattern specialist. Generally, a transitional pattern is an issue 
of an adopted design, and in the same metal and of the same 
format, but struck one or more years prior to the design’s 
official adoption for circulation. Examples of transitional 
patterns abound, and more than a few have found their way 
into the Guide Book and other references. The famous 1656 
flying eagle cent is a transitional pattern, as is the 1882 
Liberty nickel, certain half dimes and dimes of the 1860’s, 
the 1863-1864-1865 IN GOD WE TRUST 25c, 50c, and $1 
issues, and others.

1706 Gold medal issued by the British Foreign Office to Dr. Isaac Israel Hayes (inscription on edge). Obverse with diademed bust of 
Queen Victoria to the left.

& MEN ENGAGED IN THE AMERICAN ARCTIC EXPEDITION AS A TOKEN OF GRATITUDE FOR THEIR GENEROUS

Dr. Isaac I. Hayes was the surgeon with the Second American Arctic Expedition, 1853-1855, under Elisha Kent Kane. This 
was one of several expeditions which was primarily concerned in the search for Sir John Franklin, the British explorer, whose 
career began by sailing to Australia with Mathew Flinders, and who perished together with the entire crews of H.M.S. Erebus 
and H.M.S. Terror on the 1845 expedition to map the Northwest Passage. 

Hayes, with Kane and a crew of 16 others, sailed for Baffin Bay from New York on May 30, 1853, in the Advance, The 
expedition was not successful in its aim. After two winters frozen fast in the northland wastes they abandoned the ship and 
after a journey of 84 days reached the Danish settlement of Upernavik. In 1856 Kane was to publish an account of the 
expedition, whilst Hayes described his own early explorations in An Arctic Boat Journey, 1860, and The Open Polar Sea, 
1867. He made a final voyage in 1869 which was recorded in The Land of Desolation, 1871, and a children s book. Cast Away 
in the Cold, 1868. During the American Civil War Hayes served as a surgeon at Satterlee Hospital in Philadelphia. Hayes life 
dates are 1832-1881.

The 1787 Vermont/BRITANNIA copper is an error. An 
obverse intended for a Vermont copper was inadvertently 
combined with a reverse which was previously used for an 
imitation British halfpenny ! The reverse die was by this time 
very worn, so all known specimens of Ryder 13 are 
characteristically weak. In fact, the present coin is one of the 
finest known from the standpoint of sharpness.

This set, one of fewer than 100 originally issued (our estimate), is an American numismatic classic. It contains the following 
coins: (1) Silver half dollar. 27,134 issued; (2) Gold dollar. 15,000 issued; (3) Gold quarter eagle. 6,749 issued; (4) $50 gold 
“slug.” Round shape. 483 issued; (5) $50 gold “slug.” Octagonal shape. 645 issued. 

Most of the Panama Pacific coins were sold as souvenirs to fairgoers, numismatists, and others at the Exposition itself. 
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Toward the end of the Exposition it was deeided to make up a number of special presentation sets. Housed in a “special 
display case for bank publicity; hammered metal frame with velvet tray under glass” (so noted the original sales brochure), 
these presentation collections were billed as “THE MOST NOTABLE SET OF COINS EVER ISSUED and were priced at 
$200. Although no records have ever come to light in this regard, it is our estimate that fewer than 100 such sets were 
originally issued. The original advertising for the sets reads as follows: 

“PANAMA PACIFIC COMMEMORATIVE COINS. To bankers; 

“The notable series of coins that were authorized by Congress to commemorate the opening of the Panama Canal were 
produced at the San Francisco Mint during the latter part of the year and have had a very successful distribution during the 
few months they have been on sale. 

“The novelty of designs, limited issue and denominations-particularly the $50 gold pieces, the first to be issued by our 
government— have made the series one of curiosity and popular interest that has been appreciated by banks for the local 
commendation and publicity a display of a set commands. 

“The limited number of sets that remain are now offered to banks in a special and rich display case (with hang-up and easel 
back) as illustrated and priced therein. Your consideration is requested for a set of these coins for your bank, not only from 
the immediate advantage to come from the publicity to be commanded but as a permanent possesion [sic] of the bank that 
should enhance in value and interest since the issue is limited to not over fifteen hundred sets. Special descriptive matter for 
local press will be sent. 

“The prices as established will be maintained and any remainder will be destroyed at the mint. The sale will be continued 
for the distribution of the remainder-but not later than the close of the post-Exposition period. May 1st, 1916. 

“Coins will be forwarded by prepaid insured carrier and remittance need not be made until coins are received. Make 
remittance payable to Panama-Pacific International Exposition Coin Department. Your commissions will have our prompt and 
careful attention. 

“Coin and Medal Department; Panama-Pacific International Exposition; San Francisco, Cal.” 

So ends the original circular used to sell the 1915-S presentation sets. 

There are many interesting facts associated with the Panama-Pacific coins. In our Kensington Collection Sale catalogue 
(December 1975) we told the story of the Exposition and its chief numismatic sales agent, Farran Zerbe (cf. page 109 of that 
volume ). 

Today the 1915-S Panama-Pacific International Exposition set in the copper presentation frame, originally sold with the 
indisputable billing as “the most notable set of coins ever issued,” is the creme de la creme of American numismatics. The 
appearance of a set is a landmark event and stirs worldwide interest. Most of the major collections of our time have lacked 
such a set, as have most of the “name” auction sales held by ourselves and other leading dealers. Here indeed is a landmark 
event. The most elegant set of coins ever issued by the United States Mint, preserved in immaculate condition— just as nice as 
the day it was made.

— Patterns, Essais, and Trial Strikes — 

Collectors of United States coinage are already well aware of the importance and numismatic rarity of 
patterns, essais and trial pieces. Note the interest in Dr. Judd’s new fifth edition of U.S. Pattern, 
Experimental, and Trial Pieces and the escalating prices throughout this entire series. This interest has 
carried over to the vast spectrum of world coinage and no doubt this comprehensive eollection will afford 
farsighted collectors the opportunity to acquire many underrated rarities of the future — today. 




—For the Neophyte, A Brief Description of Terminology— 

As a result of the lack of official records, the description of essais, patterns and related pieces has always 
been a controversial issue. Often two experts in a given field will deseribe the same piece alternately as an 
essai, a pattern, or even a trial piece. We have attempted in this listing to adhere to the description of a 
specific piece presented by the most widely recognized reference for a given area, except where new 
information necessitates re-evaluation. 

Although our use of terms is somewhat flexible, a given piece should adhere to the following 
requirements: 

Essai IS a general term applied to any piece struck from official dies that is not a regular issue. Essais are 
normally produced with the intention of illustrating or trying a new device, motto, or other coinage change. 
Included are patterns, trial pieces, piedforts, etc. 

A pattern piece represents a new design, motto, or denomination proposed for adoption as a regular 
issue, struck in a specified metal, and which was not adopted in the same year. Two major subclassifications 
are represented. Official patterns are authorized by and often produced by an established government. 
Unofficial patterns are sometimes executed by private firms or foreign mints in an attempt to win coinage 
contracts or other considerations. Patterns are authorized by unrecognized governments (i.e. rebel govern- 
ments, deposed rulers, pretenders, etc.) are normally classified as unofficial. 

Die trial pieces are struck from pattern or regular dies in various metals (usually soft base metals such as 
copper) other than the one to be used for the business strikes. Die strikes or trials are often uniface 

im[>ressions from either completed or unfinished dies — struck to test the die with planchets of any size or 
shaf)e. 

The term piedfort (piefort) is a derivation of the term ”pied fort” meaning “raised measure”. They were 
first called “pieces de plaisir” (pleasure) and often “pieces d’honneur”. Piedforts are generally test pieces 
struck to demonstrate newly developed coin models struck on thicker planchets and of various metals, 
frequently with other variations such as larger planchets, and always in limited quantities (quite often about 
100 are produced).

3967 Bermuda. Commonwealth eollectors will recognize this 

next offering as a numismatic opportunity not to be missed. 
According to an article in Coin World, December 1, 1971, 
page 49, only a few Proofs were available. Though no exact 
number was recorded by the Royal Mint in London where 
these pieces were struck, we have only seen one specimen 
publicly offered. This Proof was sold at the Ray Byrne 
auction (lot 78) held in conjunction with the C.O.I.N. 
convention in Los Angeles, June 1975. It was listed as a 
hghtly “tarnished” specimen — it went to a floor bidder for 
$ 1200 . 

This 1959 crown (Y-1) was struck to honor the 350th 
anniversary of the founding of the colony of Bermuda. The 
obverse carries a bust of Elizabeth II and legend. The reverse 
depicts 2 sailing vessels divided by a map of the atoll and the 
dates 1609 and 1959.

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Since history began, man has sought ways to commemorate important events and immortalize his heroes; by drawings 
on the walls of cave-dwellings; by the refined art of story-telling; by the writing of manuscripts. Thanks to the genius of 
Karl Goetz, we of our time have a treasure of history preserved in unqualified artistic excellence. 

Although Goetz lived for several years in Paris, in pursuit of his art, he was born in Augsburg and studied in the great 
schools of art at Dresden, Berlin, Leipzig and Dusseldorf. He finally settled in Munich, the city he always called home — 
Goetz was the personification of German loyalty. The themes for his great works were almost invariably patriotic, even 
in the peaceful, prosperous times before the wars. Even on his own marriage medal, Goetz could not resist alluding to 
his vision of a great, united Germany. It was because of this vision that Goetz could become the voice of the German 
people, expressing their feelings and dramatizing their fate. 

As events carried the German people into the desperate years of World War I, Goetz became Germany’s champion 
before the world. With the issue of the Lusitania medal in 1915, Goetz focused international attention on his work. 
Contrary to the accusation leveled by the British with the issuance of their copy of the medal, he was not lauding the 
perpetration of an unspeakable atrocity. The reverse design makes Germany’s attitude amply clear by symbolically 
reminding everyone of the warnings issued beforehand; on the obverse, their certainty that the Lusitania was essentially 
a war ship is graphically evident. Not all of the World War I medals were intended for world consumption. Some of his 
most poignant designs exploited the tragic plight of the people at home. 

Goetz was also famous for his portrait medals. His portraiture of the calm, intelligent face of Hindenburg with his 
flowing moustache, and the venerable visage of Tirpitz with his two-pronged beard are two of his finest — but only two 
of many such works honoring successful field-marshals and generals, emperors, kings and princes of the German nations 
and their allies. Hero worship came naturally to the nationalistic Goetz and the brilliant allegory used in the reverse 
designs of his portrait medals has forever established the images of these famous personages. 

During World War I, Goetz turned almost exclusively to satire as the weapon of his propaganda medals. His use of 
caricature and symbolism was absolutely inspired. Part of his fame and popularity stems from his genius for expose, 
while at the same time never wavering from his patriotism. During the last days of 1918 when the Kaiser fled to 
Holland, and later during the occupation, he had ample opportunity to utilize this talent in expressing the 
disillusionment, bitterness and indignation of the German people over the conditions of the peace. 

His final masterpiece was unfinished at the time of his death. It was a pensive design motivated by introspection over 
the events of the Third Reich. The reverse legend is a quotation from the Lord’s Prayer asking forgiveness. This piece 
was completed by his son, who altered the date to read 1950, thus bringing an end to the works of Karl Goetz. 

Of his 633 medals, Goetz had his own favorites, his friends had their favorites, and collectors and students of his 
work have chosen still others. His incredible appetite for the use of symbolism would have made him poet laureate or a 
great author had his chosen medium been other than medals. The following is a listing of Goetz’s medals from the 
beginning of his career in 1905 through the late 1920’s. It is representative of both his early serious artistic medals and 
of his World War I satirical series (only 175 of his total effort were satirical/propaganda medals). 

These medals are examples of the greatness of Karl Goetz. We offer you, the collector, your chance to choose a 
favorite.

The Sinking of the Lusitania

There are three major issues of this infamous medal “The Sinking of 
the Lusitania’’. Of the genuine original cast by Karl Goetz, only 180 
pieces are recorded. 

The propaganda potential of this medal, commemorating such an 
outrageous crime prompted the British to copy and issue hundreds of 
these pieces. The British copy is slightly less distinct in detail than the 
original German issue. Also the date was changed to the Anglicized 
spelling “May” rather than “Mai” as the original Goetz design. The 
other issue came later, at about 1918, possibly from a firm in the 
United States. Although the design adheres to German spelling “Mai” in 
the legend, it is less fine in detail than either of the other issues. The 
British medal was sold in a special pasteboard presentation box with a 
sketch of the Lusitania on the cover and a message pasted inside the 
cover.

Penny and Vz Penny patterns 
of the Britanniarum type were produced in 1805 and the 
addition of these Two Pence and Farthings (circa 1870) 
provided collectors with a striking four piece set including aU 
denominations current in 1805 in copper. The bust of George 
111 is a slightly altered version of the Bank of England Dollar 
punch. The Britannia punch used for the reverse appears to 
be an altered 1797 Two Pence type without the Irish solitare 
included on the genuine 1805 patterns. Taylor, a skilled die 
sinker, added the details and lettering himself. Only a 
handfull were struck in sUver and they are excessively rare 
today. Blue and steel gray Proof, tiny mark on obverse rim 
and a few scattered hairlines; otherwise as struck. Worthy of 
a four figure bid !

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Collection of Admiral Vernon Medals 




Admiral Edward Vernon was one of the greatest heroes in British 
history. His capture of Porto Bello in 1739 “with only six ships” set the 
hearts of his fellow countrymen afire with pride. No event in English 
history evoked the issuance of so many commemorative medals — they 
were used as card counters, currency, tokens, and were worn by all 
classes to express their national joy. This even overflowed to the 
American Colonies. Lawrence Washington named his estate on the 
Potomac Mount Vernon in honor of the Admiral. 

There are 44 pieces in the following six lots — from Porto Bello, 
Carthagena and Fort Chagre. Many different designs and portraits are 
included. For those interested in these fascinating medals, read the 
excellent book “American Colonial History Illustrated by Contempo- 
rary Medals”, written by C. Wyllys Betts.

Unique Engraved Presentation Piece 
from Emiliano Zapata 




4385 Mexico. Unique Engraved Presentation Piece from Emiliano 

Zapata. The inscription reads: “Presented to G. C. Carothers 
by GENERAL EMILIANO ZAPATA. Cuernavaca. December 
3rd, 1914.” This piece is all the more fascinating because it 
was inscribed on a Guerrero 1914 2 Pesos (E-MX196), a coin 
that was struck on orders from Zapata during the revolution. 
Zapata was one of the best known figures of this period in 
Mexican history and was best remembered for his constant 
struggle on behalf of his people, the Indians. According to 
our consignor, Carothers was the Captain of a merchant ship. 
We don’t know what services he rendered, but he obviously 
helped Zapata in some very significant way. For the collector 
of historically interesting items, revolutionary coins, or the 
numismatic researcher, this unique presentation piece would 
be a significant addition.

RARE PAIR OF PROOF PESOS 

The following lots contain two very rare Proof Pesos — representing 
two different mints and two distinctly different types. Both are easily 
distinguishible once you know what to look for. 

The Type 2 Peso has a smaller portrait on the obverse, the hairline 
curls gently, overlapping the edge of Columbus* cap. On the Type 2A, 
the brim of the cap is perfectly straight. The base of the bust from 
point to point is smaller on the Type 2 ( measuring 1 5 mm.). The Type 
2A is 18 mm. The major difference, however, is on the reverse at the 12 
o'clock position. There are 21 rays on the Type 2 and 23 on Type 2A. 
The date and lettering is distinctively different: Type 2*s are rounded, 
fuller, and set directly “on” the rays. Type 2A*s are smaller in size and 
set between the rays. This is the easiest way to quickly separate the two 
types.

“Note that 20 extra coins were struck for each denomina- 
tion. This information means little by itself, but the same 
procedure was foDowed in 1930, when 20 matte proof sets 
were produced for the Republic of Panama. While no 
comment was made concerning those sets in the 1930 mint 
report, strong documentation was found from other sources 
indicating the procedure used for ordering, issue price of the 
sets, and the tentative distribution list which is more fully 
discussed in the book Numismatic History of Republic of 
Panama. A conversation with United States Mint officials, 
however, seems to contradict the theory that “proof” sets 
were struck for El Salvador in 1914 since such coins 
reportedly were not produced for foreign countries until well 
after that year. This does not preclude the possibility that 
specimen sets were struck rather than true proofs. Though 
our discussion here leads to no concrete conclusions, we feel 
the available information deserves exposure to the collector 
so that each can form his own opinion.” 

For the sake of accuracy, we will list this as a 
Specimen/Proof. With the ever increasing interest in this area 
of collecting, no doubt new information will come to light to 
clarify which terminology is accurate. “Specimen/Proof”, 
delicately toned, broad rim, with a hint of cabinet friction on 
the highest points. A few scattered hairlines, otherwise as 
struck.
